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Newspaper article appearing in the 5/17/65 issue 
of the Champaign-Urbana, Illinois, "News-Gazette" reflected 
the formation of an organization known as the Illini Alabama 
Project at the University of Illinois, Champaign, Illinois. 
The purpose of this project is to sponsor a voter regist:ation 
operation in Green County, Alabama, in the summer of 1965. The 
reading of the article indicates that Reverend JAMES RAY 

is one of the leaders of this newly formed organization, 

and the article indicated that the group is trying to raise 

20 volunteers and $3,000.00 for the three-month project. The 
stated objective is to quadruple the Negro vote in the county. 
Volunteers will also attempt to remedy functional illiteracy 
which they say exists in hearly half the Negro population over 
the age 25. The article indicated that RAY said similar 
organizations are being set up by Southern Christian Leadershin 
Conference throughout the nation and each college or university 
is given a particular county in which to work. The article 
indicated that; student volunteers must be in Atlanta, Geurgia, 
on 6/14/65, for a four-day orientation.
